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New water plant on 
town meeting warrant 


A new water treatment plant 
for North Wilmington is being 
planned by the Wilmington 
Water and Sewer Com- 
missioners. There is to be an 
article in the warrant for the 
annual town meeting next 
spring, asking the voters of 
Wilmington to approve. 

‘The new plant will supplement 
the water being treated by the 
Butlers Row water treatment 
plant, and will also have about 
three million gallons per day for 
capacily. The commissioners 
agreed on the planning last 
Thursday, after having in 
terviewed, during December, 
four engineering firms. 

The firm of Weston & Samp- 
son was the choice. Weston & 
Sampson planned the Butters 
Row plant which was completed 
about three and one half years 
ago. 

The Butters Row plant was 
originally planned to remove 
iron rust from the water supply, 
but during the planning stag 
trichloroethylene (TCE) was 
discovered in the Chestnut 
Street well, As a result the 
Butters Row plant capabilities 
were expanded to remove TCE 

The Butters Row plant has 

& 


been hailed nationally as a 
water plant which removes 
cancer producing agents 
(carcinogens) from the water 
supply 

AL this time it is impossible to 
say what the engineering or 
construction costs will be. The 
commissioners will be meeting 
shortly with the firm of Weston 
& Sampson to discuss these 
factors and also discuss the 
question of a site for the new 
plant 

The new plant may be con- 
structed near the present plant 


called the Barrows well field, in” 


North Wilmington, but it could 
also be near the Gowing Brook 
well near Salem Street. 

The commissioners are also 
lookin, foepara to the con. 
struct(on of_a third water 
ieeaue dee plant. ‘in-the vicinity 
of the cranberry bog off 
Shawsheen Avenue, but that will 
be sometime in the future. Two 
Shawsheen Avenue wells were 
shut down last year becasue of 
rust (iron ore) in the water 
supply. A well was also shut 
down, several years ago, off

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Housing authority drops Section Eight housing 


by Arlene Surprenant 

In a four-to-one vote, the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
WHA) voted last Wednesday 
night to terminate the Section 
Eight HUD housing program 
Because of a “poor financial 
picture” and lack of cooperation 
by the state, it was decided to 
drop the program, effective 
January 30. 

The Section Eight program in 
Wilmington services eight low to 
moderate income homes 
presently scattered throughout 
the town, According to outgoing 
Executive Director Ken 
Dorrance, the state will take 
over so that no one will be 
evicted and nothing will be 
changed except the respon 
sibility for administering the 
program 

Because of a $1,400 fine placed 
on the WHA by the federal 
government last February for 
some administrative errors by 
the last executive director, the 
HUD program would have been 
run on a $385 deficit this year, 
said Dorrance. And, he ex 
plained, he did everything he 
could to get the fine lifted or 
lowered, all to no avail

Some discussion followed 
WHA member Dan Gillis asked 
if dropping the program made it 
more difficult for a Wilmington 
resident to get HUD housing 

Dorrance answered that since 
the WHA never had any real 
control over who obtained 
and since the 
“incredible,” it

waiting list 
really wouldn't 
difference, It is true that at a 
later date, said Dorrance, the 
federal government can “hold 
over our heads’’ the fact that we 
turned down a federal program 
and = may not consider 
Wilmington for any more 
grants. 

With Liflian Buckley, the 
newly appointed, executive 
director on the board to 
represent the transition of 
power, the WHA next acted on 
Dorrance's sugestion to elect 
someone to act as a “liason” 
between the Chapter 667 
(elderly housing) architect and 
the WHA board. This person 
would be expected to attend a 
meeting in Boston on January 31 
to give input on the person 
chosen as architect. 


According to Dorrance, the 


State has the final say in naming 
the architect and the kind of 
elderly housing to be built 
However, to act as a 
safeguard’ for the WHA 
someone should be present to 
present the WHA’s views and 
ideas on the kind of housing it 
would like built, be it duplex, 
‘spread out’ housing, or 
something else. Also, certain 
needs, such as expanding the 
sealing capacity from 40 to 80 in 
the Deming Way meeting hall 
and other suggestions have to be 
made known to the new ar 
chitect 

Chairman Kevin McMillan 
suggested choosing one or two 
people with enough free time to 
make sure Wilmington is getting 
the best quality housing for its 
money 

Members Bill Strob and Dan 
Gillis were then chosen to share 
this responsibility as co 
chairmen. 

A third concern of the board 
was Deming Way heating costs 

Dorrance pointed out that they 
may face heating problems this 
winter as the maintenance 
budget is “very low’ and 
heating costs are going up. He 


suggested thinking about one 
central heating plant because 
eificieney wise, they would be 


And since the only person who 
could handle the heating units ai 
Deming Way just died, the WHA 
was in a*bind to resolve their 
heating problems 

Strob suggested reservicing 
the water circulating pump: 
something Elaine Hatchey 
termed a ‘number one priority 

Buckley suggested the 
possibility of tying in to a 
computer system to maintain 
and control heat in Deming Way 
apartments, She said she would 
have to verify the costs first and 
see how this was worked in other 
towns 

Because of a few resident 
complaints by elderly who feel 
the cold more than normal, 
Dorrance suggested using 
‘auxiliary heating” for a few 
apartments, rather than have 
the new executive director 
answer calls at all hours of the 
day and night

, Nicki Johnson, president for 
the past two years of the 
Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce, retired from that 
post on January 8.

“That same month the 
electric rate increase, which 
doubled the cost of electricity to 
some of the largest industrial 
rs, took effect with almost no 
warning, and made clear the 
direction in which we should 


The Town Manager, Buzz 
Stapezynski, Selectmen Robert 
Cain and Bobby Doucette and 
representatives of industry and 
the Chamber met with the Light 
Board of Reading to express ur 
concern, We were informed that 


the board would take them 
under advisement, _ but 
Wilmington was a captive 


consumer only. Electric light 
policy was, and would continue 
to be set only by the Reading 


Electric Light Board. The fact 
that approximately 70 percent of 
income was derived from 
Wilmington gave us no right to 
question the rate structuring 
policy. 

“We left frustrated, but 
determined. We invited 
Representative Michael Barrett 
who, at that time represented 
Reading and Precinct Three of 
Wilmington, to our next 
meeting, to hear our concerns 
and enlist his aid. 

‘Our next move was to join the 
Coalition of Municipal 


‘Ratepayers Rights. They had 


petitioned the Mass. Depart 
ment of Public Utilities to 
refrain from approving any 
further bonding for the Seabrook 
Project. That petition was ac- 
cepted, and hearings are un- 
derway. 

“During the past summer the 
publicity on ‘the worsening 
financial position of Seabrook 
brought the realization that the 
cost of electricity to Wilmington 


consumers was likely to be 
worse than anticipated 
‘The Chamber then com- 


missioned Bernstein & Smich, a 
firm specializing in energy and 
utility law, to do a study on the 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department's rate setting 
policy, and the effect that this, 
along with their committment to 
Seabrook, would have on 
Wilmington in the future

Wishing you a New Year filled 
with happiness, good health and 
the very best. 

Our sincerest gratitude to all 
those who participated in the 
special tribute to Mr. Domenic 
De Grazia, fondly known as 
“Mr. D."" 

On Monday, December 17, 
1984, the Wilmington High 
School Band led by Miss Bar- 
bara Mette and Miss Lorraine 
Kalil, paraded up Pleasant 
Street in Lexington to “Mr. 
D's." residence. With pompous 
dignity and a mysterious aura of 
magic, a distant sound of drums 
could be heard and the flicker of 
instruments reflecting amongst 
the passing cars and Christmas 
lights, created a mystical pic- 
ture. 

When they approached Mr 
DeGrazia's home, the band lined 
up inrank, dressed in their regal 
uniforms. A high banner en- 
compassed the entire front line 
with “Merry Christmas Mr. D.” 
enchantingly embossed across 
it, Mr. and Mrs, DeGrazia and 
one of their four grandchildren, 
Marie, came to the front door 
and stood in amazement and 
overwhelming surprise as the 
band opened the program with 
“Code of Honor," one of Mr. D's 
original works dedicated to the 
national police and all [aw en- 
forcements. Its history is one of 
great triumph. Recorded and 
performed by the Boston Pops 
Orchestra under the direction of 
Arthur Fiedler, it is also in- 
cluded in the repertoire of the 
President's own Marine Band. 

“Mr. D.”" smiled with pride as 
he watched and listened at- 
tentively to these high school 
students, most of whom he 
started teaching instrumentally 


pressed his ise and sen- 
timents, As the students 
him, Mr, DeGrazia 
explained how Wilmington is 
still considered his “adopted 
home” even he was 
forced to retire in 1981 due to 
severe progressive disabilities. 
He explained how ‘‘There’s 
nothing wrong with youngsters 
today. If they have the right 
training, are occupied“and are 
interested in something, they 
don’t get into trouble.” He 
continued, “I trained my 
students like a military outfit. 
There's good in every child. 
What these students have given 
me is the best tonic and no 
doctor could prescribe better 
medication. As ‘Mr. D.” spoke, 
the students became- tearful 
reflecting on the fond memories 
of “Mr. D's.’* sense of humor, 
firm and respected teaching. 

Domenic DeGrazia, noted 
artist, teacher and composer 
began his own musical training 

*at the tender age of seven under 
the tutelage of his father 
Nurtured,by many of the finest 
teachers in the music field, they 
recognized his intrinsic talent 
and groomed him for public 
performances in the artistic 
field. As a concert violinist, he 
made many professional per- 
formances and became a 
member of the Metropolitan and 
People's Symphony Orchestra 
inder the direction of the 
renowned Fabian Sevitsky. 

In January, 1942, Mr 
DeGrazia enlisted into the army 
at the onset of World War II 
After basic training in Camp 
Croft, South Carolina, he was 
appointed director of music 
where he organized choral 
groups, operettas and became 
broadcast manager and liason 
officer for public broadcast on 
stations WSPA and WORD. He 
was band director of the post 
headquarters and the IRTC 
Band. As soloist and director of 
bands and choruses, he gave 
numerous performances around 
the 4th corps area. 

Suddenly, his musical en- 
deavor came to an abrupt halt 
as he was sent overseas on 
active duty. During this time he 
saw aciton in Africa, Sicily and 
Italy and served in the 82nd 
Airbourne Division. Thus the 
staging for the ‘*Anzio March." 
Later he appeared as_ first 
violinist with the renown San 
Carlo Opera Co. at the Royal 
Opera House, Caserta, Italy. On 
his return to civilian life, Mr. 
DeGrazia was appointed 
director of the Boston Ar- 
chdiocesan Holy Name Choral 
Society and Concert Orchestra 
by his Eminence Richard 
Cardinal Cushing. Together, 
these two groups presented over 
400 concerts throughout the New 
England region as- well as a 
serious of local and national 
broadcasts. An impreseive 
background for a man in his 
early 20s. 

In 1946, “Mr. D." was ap- 
pointed director of music 
education for Mission Schools of 
Boston where his bands and 
choruses received countless 
awards and trophies in com- 
petitions with other 
organizations of New England 
and Canada. later, he was ap- 
pointed director of music in the 
Wilmington Public Schools. 
Nineteen fifty-one brought him 
the appointment of organizer 
and director of the Sons of Italy 
Choral Society by Honorable 
Anthony Julian. Eventually he 
created his own organization, 
The Baystaters Glee Club of 
Boston. Mr. DeGrazia is 
credited for a countless array 


and Arts’ as--wel] as Music 
Pedagogy for public and private 
instruction. ' 

Through his career he has 
been commissioned and has 
performed numerous works 
including “Jubilate Deo,” a 
choral selection which received 
an overwhelming 0Vation from 
an audience of 50,000 who were 
prsent at its premier per- 
formances at Braves Field; 
“Mardi Gras in New Orleans," a 
three act musical comedy which 
debued at the Lynn Auditorium; 
‘Mount Surabachi,’’ an or- 
chestral work depicting the 
Battle of Iwo Jima subsequent 
flag raising dedicated to the U.S. 
Marine Corps and his brother 
Captain Joseph M. DeGrazia, 
who served in WWII and the 
Korean Conflict. This major 
work won citations and 
decorations presented by the 
Marine Commandant; ‘‘The 
U.S.S. Topeka,” commissioned 
by the U.S. Navy in 1961, per- 
formed in New York, received 
commendations from the Rear 
Admiral, W,.N. Leonard of the 
sixth fleet; “Pushcarts,” a three 
act musical comedy performed 
with raving reviews in 
Wilmington, Lawrence, Boston 
Sheraton and the U.S.S. Wasp 
(aircraft carrier) for which he 
was later commissioned to 
compose the U.S.S. Wasp of- 
ficial anthem. 

Domenic DeGrazia, a resident 
of Lexington for over 2%Vears, 
resides with his dedicated wife. 
He also has three lovely 
daughters and fine son-in-laws, 
plus four wonderful grand- 
children. A man, with such a 
gifted and dedicated 
background, regretfully forced 
to retire due to serious medical 
consequences, still reflects 
especially on his ‘‘adopted 
home” of Wilmington. The 
honor bestowed on him by the 
students on December 17, 1984, 
is one of the most specially 
treasured and memorable 
tributes of all

Round building was . 
designed to save money 


It makes a very gaod town 
hall, even if it is not located in 
the center of town. The 
Wilmington Town Hall is the 
former Glen Road School, a 
‘round’ school, designed to 
save the taxpayers money, and 
constructed at a cost of less than 
half a million dollars. 

The proposed school building 
it replaced, and which was 
never constructed, was to cost 
$1.5 million. It was to be an 
architect’s dream, a dream of 
grandeur 

Governor Foster Furcolo of 
Massachusetts, in January 195 
made a special trip to 
Wilmington to help dedicate a 
school in which, for once, the 
design was for excellence, 
without frills, 

About 18 months previously 
the town of Wilmington had 
voted 10 appoint a school 
buildifig committee, for the 
construction of a new grade 
school in the Silver Lake area 
That building committee ap 
pointed an architect. They 
chose, for a site, the cornfield of 
the former “Pop” Christian 
Neilson. 

Do not blame the committee 
for the dreams put on paper by 
the architect, None of them were 
professional builde 

The architects of 
Massachusetts, or some of 
them, were having a race to see 
who could build the most ornate

The plans were hard to 
believe. There was to be a 
central core building with four 
rooms etc. for administration. 

From that core building four 
glass covered walkways led to 
four additional — buildings, 
perhaps 40 feet away. The ad. 
ditional buildings were each to 
have four c rooms. The 
plans could be described as 
being a “huge pinwheel.” 

It would be a very expensive 
school to heat, even in those 
days of low fuel costs, with all 
that glass exposed to the 
weather. It would also. be an 
expensive school to maintain 
considering that little (and big) 
boys like to hear the sound of 
shattering glass, at least 
sometimes 

‘The four walkways were not to 
be just plain’ corridors, 
surrounded by glass. The ar 
chitect had provided places for 
plants to be grown, to beautify 
the area. Included in the 
specifications were to be 10,000 
thyme plants. 

A special town meeting was. 
called ‘to vote funds for the 
school. The Town Crier 
published the plans and 
specifications and told the story 
of the Ten “Thousand Thyme 
Plants 

‘That story had its impact. The 
volers refused the funding of the 
school. A new buildign comn 
mittee was appointed, to submit 
new plans 

Some hard-headed persons 
were appointed to that com 
millee. There was Paul Niles, an 
attorney who made construction 
contracts for the U.S. Govern 
ment. There was Erwin Hanke 
an engineer for a prominent 
defense contractor. Vincent 
McLain was comptroller of a 
Boston business firm. 

And the new town manager of 
Wilmington, Alfred Calabrese.

The committee was appointed 
to be a permanent building 
committe PBC) of 
Wilmington.

The making of a television

‘This story began almost three 
centuries ago, but very close by, 
in mid-winter in New England 

And just as the tale of accu- 
sation, political motivation, 
suicide, mass imprisonment and 
death involved the great, the 
middle and the small, everyday 
people — its re-enactment for 
public television this spring has 
involved scores of Massachu- 
setts people, from research and 
conception to actors, crew and 
extras, including Rita Doherty 
of Woburn. 

The tale is of witchcraft — or. 
more properly, the human 
consequences of a witchhunt 
whose results, history teach 
again, and again, can only be far 
worse than the practice of witch 
craft itself 

Yet out of tragedy emerged 
individual acts of courage. 
heroism, defiance of judicial 
tyranny — and the enduring love 
of three sisters.
